. .WASHINGTON (UPl) - President Ford said 
Saturday ho will act with "skill and success" to 
- make sure decontrol of oil prices and grain sales 
to Russia have a minimum Impact on prices 
Americans can paylor food and'ga's. " ' 

Ford said he will veto a Democratic bill to 
extend domestic oil price controls six months 
after their scheduled expiration Aug. 31, but 
insisted his action will not result In a new In- 
flationary surge. 

He conceded a veto would mean "some 
minimal higher prices, minimal, but they are » 
not going to force a broad overall increase In the 



rate of iiiflatlon." Ford said the same applies to 
his overall energy program, "If^we ever gel , 
Congress to pass it."
